Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that the combination of Thro 
and Somashekar do not describe, teach or suggest a pluggable delivery manager or using a pluggable delivery manager in routing instant 
messages. Applicants also argue that the combination of Thro and Somashekar fails to describe, teach or suggest defining, at runtime by 
a pluggable delivery manager, a delivery policy to route an instant message to an intended recipient of the instant message and there is 
no teaching of suggestion that the pluggable components can be used in routing messages. However, the Examiner disagrees. Thro 
teaches a method and apparatus for processing messages based on originator and recipient priorities. The originator and recipient 
priorites are defined based on a priority matrix that includes where and how a notice of message are sent (see Thro coL 3, lines 48-63., 
col. 4, lines 60-67, col. 5, lines 1-1 1 and lines 55-67). Somashekar teaches a bundle configuration utility for configuring network 
deliverable pluggable components. The pluggable components are configured to execute and provide services based on commands 
distrubuted to the components. It is obvious that any component that is configured is able to send, route or deliver information/messages. 
IThus, the combination of Thro and Somashekar do describe, teach and suggest defining, at runtime by a pluggable delivery manager, a 
delivery policy to be used to route an instant message to an intended recipient of the instant message. 
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
